1* After the u$ual amenities, CARBOHYDRATE delivered the following 
written material t 

a* Photocopy of the letter sent 1/6/55 by CADROXT to the BMAV re 
Alfred HEICHEL. The two CADROIT staffers who had worked on 

the case before CARBOHIDRATB was drawn into it were Dr* Uauver and 
Hansenf these two had prepared the original letter to the BMAV. Letter 
noted HEICHEL claimed to be In contact with an allied IS but did not 
identify the office. CAIBOIT dttnx disclaimed any knowledge of 
the allied connection, but noted it had info that two visitors 
ft* on the DDR had given derogatory info about HBICHBLj he had supposedly 
been a 10036 communist* This letter had ■s fsnrts unfortunately already 
been sent 1A the usual manner before GARBO had been informed of the 
special Interest the case* GARBO had thereupon drafted a second 
letter for Maurer s signature which is intended td wipe out the 
effect of the first letter* The second letter noted that new information 
had been secured since the first had been sent which Indicated that 
HEICHBL had not been as complete a communist tax as he had at first 
appeared, and that even this appearance was very probably due to the

0* Letter written by CARCARAKA in the Torgau jail to Siooni, In 
which he states he has received a letter from CARCARAKA 2 in frank furt* 
CARCARAKA 2 combines pleas that CARCARAKA agree to her tricing the son 
to the U*S* with threats that if he does HOt so agree# she will be forced 
to put the son In an orphan asylum, since CARCARANA's mother Is in no 
position to cars for the boy* CARCARAKA states that he has been estrenjpd 
by hie wife’s attitude and does not wish to answer her letter* He instructs 
Slaonl not to consider the interests of CARCARAKA 2 In any way in the future*

a* R* Kaiser and his pHnnuMKxyiHnnnatoc prosecution fbr the 
crime of Beamtenoe tigung t this crime cannot be quashed# since it is an 
"OffUielle# Belikt" rather than an "Antregsdellkt" • The bureaucratic 
machinery goes into motion in connection with a crime of the latter 
type only when the person or official injured files a complaint (Anzelge)- 

in many cases such an action can be quashed ty convincing the Antragss teller 
that he should forget about the whole thing. No one can quash m an 
action Involving an Offizielles Delikt# howver, once it has come to the 
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attention of the Staajteanwaltschaft, which is the case here* The official 
In the Sosiofemb who has suffered the duress cannot quash t he action hlnself) 
he has little ef fect upon the action onto it has started. (An exception 
to this general rule of nonfquashability of Offtsielle Delikte is thm 
where the proof appears to trivial to even take to trial j this is not the 
case here, however) The penalty for the crime can rt* 3®os. to 2 years, 
plus possible fines. 

Although the preoes* cannot be quashed, there are a number of defenses 
which can be used« Although Kaiser cannot hedge as to what he actually 
said, since he wrote It into a letter which he sent to the Sozlalamt, 

It may be possible to argue that there was no threat involvecttie merely 
noted in his letter the only xfcfem way that would be open to him to prirrld# 
for his family if his request to tthe Sosiaiamt that hie pension be accelerated 
were denied. It could also be argued that Kaiser acted w a nder under 
the stress f the debts, did not really mean what he had written, etc. 

This defense could be given substance by showing that *&iser apologised 
to the So ialamt official after sending the letter (he did this at 
CA RB0HTDRA7 B f s suggestion at the time, as earlier reported.) 

Discussion within this framework showed the following to be possibly the 
best course of action to takes Kaiser would appoint a West Berlin 
lawyer to represent him in court. This lawyer to get the matter postponed 
until Kaiser can appear personally (If t ils is really required). The 
use of the W. Berlin lawyer would a rfewdyr minimise the extent to wtaioh 
Kaiser would have to take actual .*rt in the proceedings. CARBO suggested 
that a noti-CA DROIT lawyer who Is a friedd of CARBO be used) CARBO could 
then epeek rather franker with him and follow/c octroi the case to some 
extent without bring the GADRQ1T name into the affair very much. CARBO 
suggested the following l a w y e r who is, CARBO states, *10 0% reliable and 
discreet* I Dp. Altai* XERS2H, Bhlandstr. 100. 

CARBO tried to corrvact Kaiser's wife, but she could not be reached in 
the short time since Pepin first alerted CARBO to the trial. 

b. Re an earlier request for the number of the Auswels which had 
been furnished II 100, no record of the number of this Auswels had been . 
kept within CADROXT, but the only other Aa i mt m Auswels issued had been 

to IH Alperman, one of Ohlbricht'a UA. This would allow the number of 
Ml 1 a Auswels to be determined by a process of elimination, since Alpermwi <4 
Auswels number is known. It Is XV 013UUUX 

c. In connection with the GUM3ARHU 2 case, the latter bag written 
a letter to her mother-in-law In W. Selin pleading with Ate her to 
refuse to accept the responsibility for caring for CARCARAHA ?*9 child. 

If the mother-in-law does not refuse such responsibility, CAkCRRAKA 2 
threatens to Inform the papers of the Jit mtion*. For HARVARD, which is 
handling the case. 

d* Also in connection with this case, the Frankfurt court has 
approved a Beweisbeschluss or statement of Issues concerning the alleged 
ehewidrlge Begiehungsn. This Bewwisbesciiiss will be sent to the BCR 
court having jurisdiction over Torgau so that CARCARANA can be Interrogated* 
The whole case file, ho ever, will not be transmitted. xi 80 f or HARVARD.
